And Whereas the Government supported by the Christian Brothers of Ottawa and the 
Catholic Archdioceses of Ottawa and Toronto entered into agreements of reconciliation 
in 1992 and 1994 with the victims to overcome the aftermath of abuse experienced at the 
schools;
